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Response to Amendment 

1. Claims 1-29 and 36-38 (now renumbered 1-7,9,10,8,11,14-21,24- 
29,12,22,30,31,13,23 and 32, respectively) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose or suggest a system/method as claimed, for use in a system 
having at least one terminal and a LAN coupled with units that terminate at least two 
communications links between the premises and a communications provider, the 
method/system comprising at least selecting, at the premises, only one of the at least . 
two communications links based on a policy, wherein the selection is controlled such 
that selection of more than one of the links may not occur, and assigning the selected 
communication link to a session. These limitations, in combination with the other 
claimed elements, are not wholly disclosed or suggested by the prior art of record.
